IN GREAT DISFAVOR 


ACQUITTAL

STUTTERER

(By Associated Press) 
Berlin, Ap r. 3.— Germany is not 
y et ready to see the “ unwritten law’ 
beco me a feature 
of trials of hus­ 
bands o r wives for killing faithless 
partners. 
Press comment on the 
acquittal of Count Mielczy nski, who 
slew his 
wife and her 
nep hew in 
the co untess’ bedroom, is sy mp athet­ 
ic to ward the count, but the acquit­ 
tal is generally 
considered a mis­ 
carriag e of justice. 
The Kreuzzeit- 
ung ev en makes 
it a text for advo­ 
cating abolition of the jury sy stem. 
It say s also: 


“ We canunderstand liow the jur­ 
o rs 
felt themselves 
imp elled 
to 
acquit 
if p ossible. 
From a p urely 
humanitarian standp oint 
one 
can 
be g lad that they did reach an acquit i 
tal. 
Count Mielczy nski’ 
holiest 
rig ht were trangressed against and 
his deed testifies to a feeling of hon­ 
o r and an earnest 
ap p reciation 
of 
the married relation which we could 
o nly wish 
p revailed 
every where 
amo ng our p eop le. 
But the basic 
principle of our justice, that the in­ 
div idual shall obtain hrs rights and 
rev eng e through the state, may not 
fo r this reason be abandoned.” 


The Tageszeitung also understands 
the feeling that p romp ted acquittal, 
but 
declares that 
it “would 
be a 
g rav e thing if this feeling p revailed 
o r should come to p revail through­ 
o ut our folk. Such acquittals are the 
almost rule 
in Latin countries, es­ 
p ecially in France, and it is a good 
indciation of the sound moral sense 
of the Germans that the Latin ex­ 
amp le has very generally found our 
disap p rovals.” 
A conviction of Mielczy nski, ivith 
a finding of extreme mitigating cir­ 
cumstances, would have p ermitted a 
sentence as low 
as six months 
in 
p rison.

There is no cure 
for 
stuttering. 
ThiB does not mean that no stutterer 
can be cured—far from It—but that 
there is no treatment which is sure to 
cure. If a stutterer be taken in child­ 
hood. where the affliction is first no­ 
ticed, 
and carefully treated, he can 
sometimes be j cured, and generally 
much imp roved. 
Dr. Frank A. Bry ant of New York, 
writing in the Medical Record, say s 
the first thing to do is to make sure 
that 
there 
are no obstructions in 
throat or nose, such as enlarged ton­ 
sils or adenoids. 
The child must be 
taught to breathe through the nose, 
deep ly and slowly , as a habit. 
Ho 
must not be allowed to sp eak when ex­ 
cited, nor when laughing or cry ing 
or in the 
p aroxy sms 
of 
whoop ing 
» cough. He must never be tickled. All 
causes of excitement must be 
re­ 
moved. 
Fresh air, scrup ulous clean­ 
liness, p lain, nourishing food, moder­ 
ate exercises and p lenty of sleep In 
a dark room are essential. 
Mental 
treatment Is of 
great imp ortance. 
Any measures that will increase men­ 
tal p oise are of incomp arable value. 
The stutterer must be imp ressed with 
a ''desire to' oVercome what is* bnly a 
bad habit 
He must be p ersuaded to 
study the great art of sp eaking cor­ 
rectly . Thus, by careful, p atient work 
on the p art of his p arents, teachers 
and p hy sicians, 
will he gradually 
cure himself, or at least so imp rove as 
to make the affliction cease to be se­ 
rious.
